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PERB RECOMMENDS UNIT 
OF LIBRARIANS 


The long awaited decision regarding the composition of bargaining units in 
the University of California system is coming closer. On February 9, the PERB 
(Public Employment Relations Board) Hearing Officer in charge of the case ren- 
dered his opinion. 


The Hearing Officer recommended that UC's 600 librarians be given a 
separate unit for collective bargaining purposes. This recommendation is identical 
to the unit sought by the AFT at the hearings. Other groups wanted the librarians 
to be part of larger units. 


The H.0.'s decision was based on the long history of separate union activity 
by librarians through the UC Council, AFT. Other considerations were based on the 
librarian's unique system of self-governance (LAUC), and thelr peer review struc- 
ture. The fact that the decision follows the testimony and arguments of CFT/AFT 
Attorney Bob Bezemek speaks well for our representation at the hearing. 


The Hearing Officer did note that librarians could have been included in 
a unit with faculty except that this was prohibited by provisions of the Act. A 
less desirable alternative, the H.O. noted, was the inclusion of librarians with 
other academic non-Senate employees. The Hearing Officer's decisions now go to 
the full PERB Board. 


Fol lowing PERB's review of briefs submitted by the parties, a final decision 
will be rendered, and elections will follow. 


At issue are questions regarding who is a supervisor in certain cases, and 
the composition of other units. Whil- it is unlikely that our |ibararian unit will 
be challenged, AFT Legal Staff and CFT Field Staff will continue to monitor PERB'S 
actions. Briefs and support of a statewide U.C. Librarians unit are being pre- 
pared for submission to PERB in a timely manner. 


No decision will be forthcoming until PERB resolves the issues in all units.
